but mostly evil They are not wise; but have more knowledge.” The final statement really rechanneled my reason 
ing. Does advanced technology equate with true wisdom? Do true prophetic statements make the speaker goodl 
How do humans discern? The Bible says the defining question is, “Who is Christ? Who’s son is he?” I’d add,

UFO Incident - Shots Fired At

Preamble 

This is from the files of AFOSI dated in October 1972. Note that Blue Book 
closed it's doors in December 1969 but yet here almost three years later we see 
that the Air Force is still collecting UFO reports then proceeding to classify 
them. No fictitious names or places were used in this report. The names and 
events are real.Rmc 

On October 14, 1972, Airman First Class(AIC) Steven Briggs and Airman 
(AMN) Dennis Hillsgeck were instructed to check the tactical air navigational 
(TACAN) facility located eight miles east of McChord Air Force Base. 

The TACAN site was situated on government land maintained by the United 
State Army, Ft. Lewis. Briggs and Hillsgeck drove to the TACAN site at 
approximately 1300 hours. Upon their arrival, they opened the locked fence 
surrounding the TACAN facility and entered the compound. Once inside the 
compound, they opened the TACAN building and began to conduct a systems 
check of the TACAN equipment. 

At approximately 1400 hours., Briggs heard a strange sound outside the 
building. According to Briggs, it sounded like a high pitch engine. 

Briggs exited the building to investigate the sound. 

Once outside, Briggs observed a saucer shaped object directly above the 
TACAN building. Briggs watched as the object landed just south of the 
TACAN compound. 

Briggs was startled by the object and entered the TACAN building to 
summoned Hillsgeck. Once Hillsgeck and Briggs exited the building together, 
they observed two "creatures" walking towards the fence. 

Briggs returned to the building and telephoned (555) the base security police. 
He yelled that they needed help at the TACAN site because "intruders" were 
attempting to enter the facility. The phone call was received by Sgt David 
Holmes, the Law Enforcement Desk Sergeant, 62nd Security Police Squadron. 

Sgt Holmes dispatched Sgt Dwight Reid and AIC Michael Tash to the scene. It 
took the security police patrol 17 minutes to travel to the TACAN site. 


Upon their arrival, they observed Briggs and Hillsgeck standing near their 
government vehicle. Both appeared to be in a daze. Neither could speak. Sgt 
Reid summoned an USAF Ambulance to the scene. 

Hillsgeck appeared to have been burnt around the face. 

AIC Tash walked around the area and found marks in the soft Washington state 
dirt. Then suddenly, Sgt Reid yelled to AIC Tash that an object was directly 
over his head. A saucer shaped object was hovering just above the TACAN 
facility. 

Sgt Reid attempted to communicate to the security police law enforcement 
office by using his Motorola HT-220 portable radio. However the radio did not 
function. 

Sgt Reid then yelled for AIC Tash to return to the police vehicle. Sgt Reid and 
AIC Tash retrieved Briggs and Hillsgeck and drove from the scene. 

Approximately one mile from the TACAN site, Sgt Reid was able to 
communicate with the security police office, requesting assistance and declaring 
a "Covered Wagon." Four additional security policemen arrived on scene, 
including, Sgt Darren Alexander and his military dog-Champ. Sgt Alexander 
and Champ drove to the scene and started to search the area. Approximately 
400 yards south of the TACAN site, Champ alerted. 

Sgt Alexander observed two "creatures" standing near a remote power station. 
Sgt Alexander yelled for the two "creatures" to stand and raise their hands. 

Both creatures then moved towards Sgt Alexander. Sgt Alexander observed that 
one of the creatures was holding an object, which Sgt Alexander thought was a 
weapon. Sgt Alexander fired six rounds from his military issued Model 15, .38 
Caliber Revolver. After firing the shots, Sgt Alexander returned to his vehicle 
and radioed Sgt Reid that he had fired at the creatures. 

A Security Alert Team (similar to a police SWAT) arrived. They conducted a 
search of the area and observed the saucer shaped object sitting on the ground, 
directly east of the power station. They circled the object and called for a 
supervisor. 

Captain Henry Stone, Security Police Law Enforcement, arrived on scene but 
the object departed just as Captain Stone walked towards the object. The object 
flew off in an easterly direction and was out of sight in a few seconds. 

Office of Special Investigations agents arrived on scene and conducted an 
investigation. Statements were taken from all involved. Evidence was collected 
from the scene, to include shell casings from the rounds fired by Sgt Alexander. 

This incident was classified as*Top Secret and remained in the OSI files as 
unsolved._

UFO investigator chases 

out-of-this-world reports

Denise Knitz saw a strange egg- 
shaped object in the sky as she 
drove along Interstate 75 near 
Bowling Green. It was low and 
alow, kissing the treetops until it 
suddenly streaked across the 
night sky.. 

At least 17 other travelers say 
they also saw the object Oct. 31. 

John Timmerman of Lakeview, 
near lima, was not one of the 18, 
but be smiles when be talks about 
it He says Knitz’s sighting may 
be the best ‘‘close encounter” he 
has investigated in more than SO 
years because it had “multiple, 
credible witnesses giving the 
same very specific information.” 

Timmerman, treasurer of the 
Center for UFO Studies in Chi¬ 
cago, has been investigating mys¬ 
terious objects in the night sky 
and silvery discs in the daylight 
since 1948. Even though be has 
“never been blessed with the ex¬ 
perience” of having seen a UFO 
himself, the 77-year-old retired 
banker from Lima is convinced 
that something is out there. 

“I believe that the source of 
these sightings Is extraterres¬ 
trial,” be said. “We’re being vis¬ 
ited by something from a place so 
different that we can't even com¬ 
prehend it People always criti¬ 
cize the lack of a perfect, clear 
photograph of a UFO. Maybe 
these things canntx be photo¬ 
graphed at all.” 

Skeptics like Lawrence Krausa, 
chairman of the physics depart¬ 
ment at Case Western Reserve 
University, argue that believing 
UFOs are piloted by extraterres¬ 
trials is ridiculous. 

“Consider the enormous 
amount of time and energy that 
would be needed to get here,” he 
said. “It would take the energy of 
a star to do iL And why would 
they do it just to drop in and take 
off again? Also, the government 
has a huge amount of software to 
detect anything entering our at¬ 
mosphere. They would see it." 

When asked about government 
surveillance of UFOs, Timmer¬ 
man laughed at alleged disinter¬ 
est by federal authorities. 

“The government pretends not 
to care about UFOs,” said Tim¬ 
merman. "How could they ignore 
something with that kind of im¬ 
pact? I think the government has 
been having high-performance 
aircraft taking pictures of these 
things for years. They don’t need 
us to tell them about UFOs; they 
know all about them.”

Timmerman worked closely 
with the late J. Allen Hynek, the 
founder of the Center for UFO 
Studies. Hynek worked with the 
U.S. Air Force on Project Blue 
Book, the official investigation 
into flying-saucer sightings from 
1952 to 1969. 

The Air Force concluded that 
there was insufficient evidence to 
prove the existence of alien visi¬ 
tations. Timmerman said Hynek 
was unhappy with the reports and 
complained that the Air Force in¬ 
vestigators merely used him for 
legitimacy in the UFO field. 

Timmerman noted the thou¬ 
sands of reports each year from 
people across the country who 
say they saw strange things in the 
sky. The reports come from po¬ 


lice officers, pilots, professionals, 
politicians — people from all lev¬ 
els of the social strain. 

Krauss said that in order for 
scientists to take note of alien life, 
someone would have to come up 
with extraordinary evidence, 
such as a chunk of alien technol¬ 
ogy, or a chunk of an alien. Photos 
and eyewitness testimony, no 
matter how credible, are not 
enough, he said. 

So volunteers such as Timmer¬ 
man continue to plug along, look¬ 
ing for that unimpeachable sight¬ 
ing. He approaches his job 
cautiously, looking for logical ex¬ 
planations to the phenomena.

Over the years, he has inter¬ 
viewed several thousand people 
who claimed to have seen uniden¬ 


tified flying objects. He said most 
of the sightings are easily ex¬ 
plained as high-flying aircraft; 
the bright planet Venus (often 
mistaken for a UFO); advertising 
blimps; or hoaxes. 

“Then there are the sightings 
that we cannot explain,” be said. 
“Those are the ones I investi¬ 
gate.” 

Ohio, with 356 sightings, ranks 
ninth in the nation for the overall 
number of UFO sightings since 
the mid- 1980s, according to the 
National UFO Reporting Center 
in Seattle. The Web site at 
www.nwlink.com~ufocntr/ lists 
brief reports on all the sightings. 

Timmerman, who concentrates 
on sightings in Ohio, wishes he 
could conduct more thorough in¬ 
vestigations, but he is constrained 
by time, travel and finances. He 
has no high-tech laboratory to 
study soil samples or plant fibers 


but consults with ariemisrs and 
astronomers frequently. 

“At the very least, I document 
what happened,” he said. “I have 
thousands of reports filed by peo¬ 
ple who have seen UFOs and hun¬ 
dreds of taped interviews. I'm 
just one guy, but I do what I can. I 
feel I can at least pass on this 
wealth of information and raw 
data to someone who will take up 
where I left off someday.” 

He said be has become some¬ 
thing of an expert in interviewing 
people who have seen UFOs, and 
be can spot a prankster in a min¬ 
ute.

He was thrilled to speak with 
Knitz, 42, of Bloomdale, who con¬ 
tacted him because no one else 
seemed very interested in what 
she and others saw that Hallow¬ 


een bight “She and the others 
saw something very extraordi¬ 
nary," be said. “I would love to 
know exactly what it was.” 

Knitz said she was making a de¬ 
livery for Chuck’s Pizza in Cygnet 
and had just gotten off the Cygnet 
exit of 1-75. She looked right, to¬ 
ward a field, and saw something 
she will never forget. 

“This black craft drifted out 
over the trees,” Knitz said. “It 
was sort of like an egg on its side 
with this weird blue-white glow at 
the back. It was about the size of 
three cars and had no wings, no 
wheels, no tail. It was perfectly 
silent. It was beaded right over I- 


75, not very high off the ground, 
and it just hung there.” 

“Then it pivoted about 30 de¬ 
grees and there was a big burst of 
light from the back of it and it 
took off,” she continued. “It was 
there one second, gone the next, 
leaving a trail of light across the 

% a said she delivered the 
pizza, then returned to the area, 
where she met Tim O'Neil, a clas¬ 
sical piano teacher from Michi¬ 
gan. He and a friend were driving 
home from a Florida vacation. 
The UFO was still visible. 

“It was not far from where I 
was before,” she said.

The 
shape and the way it moved really 
freaked me out” 

Timmerman said he may never 
figure out what Knitz saw, but not 
for lack of trying. His wife. Mar¬ 
gate tha, thinks be tries too hard. 

“I want to enjoy our retirement, 
travel, and do things together,” 
she said. “He’s working harder 
now than he ever did.”

MICHIGAN DIAMOND SHAPED UFO 

BOYNE CITY - At 8:00 PM my husband and I sat down to 
watch TV and I heard a loud rumbling sound outside on 
November 15, 2001.1 looked out the window and did not 
see anything. The next morning our office gal told me she 
had heard the loud noise at the same time, and saw a 
flying object over her home heading west that then came 
back east over her home a second time. 

BOYNE CITY - A second witness also reports hearing a 
loud rumbling noise at 8:00 PM the same night and went to 
her back door to listen. Thinking it was a jet plane she went 
back inside but the noise continued getting louder, so she 
went out again. She only saw stars, and went back inside 
and asked her husband, son, and son's friend, "Can't you 
hear that?" They thought it was just a slow jet but went 
outside to look. They rushed back in, and said, "Come out 
and see this!" The witness states, "We could see this huge 
diamond shape UFO with elongated bottom, with a light at 
each tip and an orange light in the middle." It gradually 
moved off to the northwest but within five minutes it was 
coming back. We all watched as it traveled over our home 
traveling southeast, when it got over Boyne City all of a 
sudden all of the outside lights started to spin around. 
Shortly the light on the right side veered off over Lake 
Charlevoix, which was to the west, while rest of the craft 
continued on its course, but soon the lone light came back 
and was heading the same direction as the large craft. It 
traveled until it was out of sight. I then started calling law 
enforcement agencies, FAA, and local airports but was 
unable to find out anything. 

MANCELONA - Also on November 15, 2001, about ten 
minutes later at 8:10 PM, my husband and I saw a UFO. It 
was a bell shape cylinder top with saucer like bottom. It 
had three red lights on it in the shape of a triangle. It 
glowed reddish with a little whitish light. It had some time of 
a grill around its middle. It moved very slowly to the left as 
it was faced towards us. There were two other normal 
aircraft followina it. Wes aw it for about eight minutes 
before it went out of our sight behind the trees. We took 3 
pictures but they didn't turn out very well.

ILLINOIS BRIGHT BALL OF LIGHT 


LEBANON - On December 4, 2001, and several previous nights 
at 10:50 PM on my way home from work driving north on Route 
4 towards Lebanon from Scott Air Force Base and while driving 
east on new Route 50 to Carlyle I witness a ball of light moving 
across the sky at a very high rate of speed. I can't tell it's altitude 
or size. I drive at 65 mph and it comes into my view as I leave 
the base and it is gone out of my sight before I reach Breese, 
Illinois. The drive takes about 15 minutes. The object must cover 
about 300 statue miles in that time frame. It is first visible from 
the southwest looking from Lebanon and last visible in the 
northeast over Vandalia from the same vantage point. 


FLORIDA FLYING V 

EDGE WATER - On November 9, 2001, the witness was 
outside aligning his satellite dish, when he looked up, and 
right above him was something like a lit up flock of flying 
birds. This was impossible because there were no lights 
shining up and it was dark at 8:20 PM. The lights moved 
closer to each other and moved away making a V-shape. It 
was like a big bird flapping it's wings. The witness said, 
"This is the first time, I've ever seen anything like this and it 
didn't make a sound either. The thing that freaked me out 
the most was that there were three planes, immediately 
after I saw the V- shaped craft. I don't even believe in 
UFOs, but I'm not sure now." 

PANAMA CITY BEACH - At 2:55 AM, the witness saw a 
glowing orange chevron shaped object fly rapidly across 
the sky from west to east on November 9, 2001. The 
witness is a sane, sober 51-year old professional who has 
always been skeptical of UFO sightings. He says, "Last 
night I saw something, which I cannot explain. I fell asleep 
early in the evening and had to walk my dog at 2:55 AM. I 
decided to look for meteors when I noticed a glowing pale 
orange "shape" rapidly moving east, very faint to be barely 
discernible. The orange light seemed almost translucent 
and was shaped like a boomerang or chevron, except the 
leading edge was straight across as opposed to a "V" 
shape on the front edge. It was perfectly symmetrical 
across its width. I had difficulty determining the true size, 
altitude, or speed but it covered 100 to 120 degrees in 5 to 
7 seconds. This seemed to be an unbelievable rate of 
speed. I would judge the width of the object to be 5 or 6 
times a full moon's diameter. The length of the object from 
front to rear was perhaps 1 X a full moon's diameter. The 
object made no sound. I am 100% convinced the object 
was not a natural phenomenon such as a meteor or a 
cloud. Peter Davenport reports he spoke at length with this 
witness, and we found him to be exceptionally credible. 

We suspect this was a very interesting sighting, similar to 
others that have been reported to NUFORC recently.

NORTHEAST 

Charlene sent this e-mail, "I write you hesitantly and grudgingly, 
not wanting to have talked about this outside my marriage, but 
my husband has badgered me to report the event. I will 
therefore explain the incident on condition of 100% complete 
anonymity. I am a 30-year-old professional female, I'm not 
particularly interested in science, science fiction, nor have I 
seriously entertained the idea of UFO's previously. 

On November 7, 2001, at approximately 1:00 AM, I had just 
finished a lovely dinner while visiting with my parents in a rural 
area. On my way home I was driving along a dirt road, which 
cuts through farmland until it accesses the main road. I was 
about half way along the access road when I noticed in front of 
my car an area that could best be described as distorted, like 
heat waves coming off a hot asphalt road in the middle of 
summer. (We live by the way in the Northeast, so it was 
certainly less than warm in mid November.) The headlights of 
the car began to flicker the radio, which I was listening to keep 
me alert for the ride home crackled then died. The engine 
stopped and I can only describe what happened next as a red 
glowing almost translucent, like a red glowing stove element, 
somewhat irregular shaped object appeared about 20 feet in 
front of my car, slightly to the left and hovered about 10 feet off 
the ground. The object sort of just appeared like it burst onto the 
scene from nowhere. I certainly did not notice anything peculiar 
previously to the object appearing. The object was irregular in 
shape, roundish but the edges were not well-defined and 
seemed to wobble or change almost like a cartoon animation. 
The object also seemed to be giving off sparks or something. 
The object maintained the same position for five minutes, best 
described as, morphed, or changed its shape into a pillar like 
shape, and its color went from translucent red to platinum silver 
and shot straight up into the sky at incredible speed. 

The car began functioning again, the radio came back on, and I 
continued home convincing myself I had imagined the whole 
thing, that I was still sleepy. When I got home I explained the 
whole thing to my husband. My husband went out to check the 
car and noticed spots on the hood of the car where the paint 
had bubbled as if burned. The radio functioned but the CD 
player and digital clock no longer work. This was an odd 
experience to say the least and have talked to no one about it 
but my husband. We don't know what to make of this experience 
except that we are in agreement not to talk of this to anyone for 


fear of ridicule or worse. I have been having nightmares ever 
since and hope that perhaps by relating my experience can 
somehow alleviate some of the stress this episode has caused. 
Since this episode I cannot drive alone at night and even during 
the day prefer to be accompanied. The stress is beginning to 
take a toll, a patch of hair on my head has fallen out, and I suffer 
from headaches and sporadic shooting pains up my spine. I 
have sought medical attention for the physical symptoms and 
they can find nothing wrong. If the psychological symptoms don't 
subside I may seek professional help for them as well although I 
do not want to have to relate this experience to anyone. Thanks 
to Charlene. 


AUSTRALIA MAN FOLLOWED BY UFO 

BRISBANE, QUEENSLAND - A report has just come into 
MUFON from a man returning home from work in the suburb of 
Femvale. On arriving just out of Ipswich his wife contacted him 
by mobile phone to pick up some milk on his way home. He 
stopped at a small shop at 7.35 PM, just this side of Brassall 
fifteen minutes drive from his home in Fernvale. As he drove 
along he became aware of a bright light on the horizon. He said 
that usually he drives at around 100 kilometers per hour (60 
mph) on this stretch of road, but found himself doing 135 
kilometers (80 mph). As he drove on, the light became bigger as 
he got closer, it seemed to be stationery then as he got a little 
closer his immediate thought was, that it was someone on a 
motor bike. As he got closer still the color seemed to change 
from the color of a halogen light to the reddish/orange. This light 
went over his car and was about 45 degrees above the trees on 
the passenger side of the car, it seemed to keep abreast with 
him, so he sped up. It kept just ahead of his car. When I asked 
him how big this light was? He said, 'if you stretched out your 
arm it would be about 8 inches in diameter,' he would gauge the 
height it traveled was about 20 feet above the trees. 

He contacted his wife by mobile phone and asked her to go 
outside and look in his direction at this object in the sky. She 
said that she watched it for about five minutes before it flew in a 
south west direction.

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NEW YORK UNSEEN AIRCRAFT SOUNDS 

CATSKILLS AND ADIRONDACK AREAS - Eugenia Macer 
reports that recently, an entire neighborhood in the Catskills 
heard low-flying, invisible aircraft and reported this to the police 
and to me.

Update on Southern Illinois Site

On March 24th, 1999, Russell Burrows led Wayne May to what he claimed was the 
location oj the “Mystery Cave of Many Faces," site oj a cache oj inscribed, illustrated 
stones documenting Old World visitors to Illinois in pre-Columbian times. Above, Mr. 
Burrows points to the alleged cave entrance where he supposedly made his discovery 
17 years ago. The following day, Mr. Burrows entered into a contractual agreement 
with Discovery Resources, wherein he agreed to reveal the place of entrance. Upon 
signing the agreement, Mr. Burrows accompanied Wayne May, Ralph Wolak of 
Discovery Resources and three other investors to the same site as the day before, 
where Mr. Burrows declared, “ this is the cave /" 


T he June/July, 1999 issue of 
Ancient American published excit¬ 
ing news concerning the disclosed 
location and planned excavation of the 
controversial “Burrows Cave." It alleged¬ 
ly contains thousands of inscribed and 
illustrated stone tablets deposited by Old 
World visitors to southern Illinois almost 
2,000 years ago. Discovered by Mr. 
Russell Burrows in 1982, the precise 
whereabouts of the Cave, has caused a 
great commotion among the many par¬ 
ticipants including Harry Hubbard (his 
site is in Marion or Wayne County) and 
Robert Ghostwolf who claimes to have a 
site somewhere in the midwest. 

Since our announcement three 
years ago, representatives from Ancient 
American and Discovery Resources (a 
California-based research organization) 
have joined forces to identify and open 
the Cave site Mr. Burrows identified to 
them in 1999. Early in their joint ven¬ 
ture, they were surprised to learn that 
the landowner of the site had no previ¬ 
ous contact with Mr. Burrows. They were 
subsequently forced to enter into a new 
agreement with the landowner, before 
they could even attempt an entry. 

After 42 months of painstaking 
fund-raising and arranging for the 
professional participation of specialists 
in geology, archaeology, excavation, 
metal detection and ground penetration 
radar, we are finally ready to proceed 
with opening the Cave. 

We were additionally surprised 
to discover that its known openings seem 
to be deliberately collapsed and filled in 
sometime during the recent past. What 
we now feel reasonably sure is the main 
entrance comprises a 20 to 30 foot hori¬ 
zontal tunnel with a 110 foot drop to the 
floor of the corridor. The formerly open 
spaces are filled with collapsed rubble, 
and there are indications that the door¬ 
way to the site was collapsed intention¬ 
ally." 

We were surprised yet again by 
a statement from Mr. Burrows. He now 
claims that the underground site we 
have identified is not his, which, he 
insists is more than forty miles away. 
According to Burrows, the location we 
are working was revealed years ago to 
him by local Indians as a Chickasaw 
treasure trove, which he hs never visited. 

Of course, we will honor Mr. 
Burrows’ request that the location which 
has become the focus of our labors will 
no longer be referred to “his” site, and 
henceforth be known, not as “Burrows 
Cave," but as Tombs of the Embarras 
(pronounced “Ahmbrah”). 

Mr. Burrows’ has made an 
announcement that “his" site is current¬ 
ly being excavated by an anonymous 
archaeology team from an unidentified 
“major" university. He claims that work 
at this undisclosed location is presently

taking place. Artifacts removed, exam¬ 
ined and photographed by the unnamed 
professor in charge will be allegedly 
turned over to him as his personal prop¬ 
erty because the landowner has deeded 


the site to him in some fashion. 

Meanwhile, Ancienl American 
Magazine and Discovery Resources are 
bringing to bear virtually every kind of 
high-tech equipment lo “our” site.

Results have been riirnimiging. Ground 
Penetration Radar read-outs from the 
summer of 1999 scanned by members of 
Wisconsin's Ho Chunk Nation from 
Black River Falls. Wisconsin are present¬ 
ed in Figure A. The main tunnel system 
was surveyed electronically and (“coinci¬ 
dentally"?) proved to be a very close 
match to the map purporting to be 
“Burrows Cave." published in Ancient 
American, volume 1. issue number 4. 
According to Mr. Burrows, five 8-foot 
tall, anthropomorphic statues stand in 
the main tunnel passageway. 

He further stated that these 
objects have what appears to be gold 
metal encircling the neck and continuing 
down to the feet (See figure A). 

Following the g.p.r. discoveries, a 
megatomer specialist from Utah, Gary 
Hewlett, went to the site with his sensi¬ 
tive instruments. Mr. Hewlett has been 
and still continues to locate subter¬ 
ranean features, as far as 200 feet 
beneath the surface. He made three 
passes across the site to verify its under¬ 
ground tunnels and cavities. 

A mazingly, Hewlett’s survey 
revealed that the subterranean 
openings were virtually identical to 
those indicated on the map provided by 
Mr. Burrows years before. We also 
understood then that the site was much 
larger and more complex than previous¬ 
ly imagined. G.P.R. uncovered four cavi¬ 
ties in a row at uniform depth and size 
(Figure B). In his professional opinion, 
Mr. Hewlett stated that these cavities are 
highly probable non-geologic spaces. 


Discovery Resources brought in 
a special metal detector able to differen¬ 
tiate between smelted metal and ore. 
Burrows always described the under¬ 


ground location as filled with precious 
and semi-precious metals. Our detector 
did indeed show that large metal objects, 
some of copper and gold, were in verticle 
piles, or standing upright like statues. 
Burrows said that anthropomorphic art¬ 
works were common at the site, and our 
detector seemed to have identified verti¬ 
cle metallic objects. 

Later, Gene Storm, a mining 
engineer from Reno, Nevada, brought 
along a piece of mining instrumentation 
new to us. Linear Radar projects a signal 
through the ground sideways, and is 
especially effective on hillsides. He 
showed us how the main underground 
“door" of the site runs for 20 to 30 feet, 
but with a verticle down-turn of 110 feet 
to hit the tunnel floor. This space was 
filled with collapsed rubble, so we had to 
find another place to dig a verticle hole, 
using a well-drilling rig. 

Thanks to his expertise, Mr. 
Storm found the only area that rises 
within 30 feet of the surface, ideally suit¬ 
ed for the entry we will attempt in the 
coming weeks. We plan to enter this tun¬ 
nel system as soon as possible, probably 
soon after Christmas, 2001. Ancient 
American readers will be the first to get 
an inside look at this challenging discov¬ 
ery. On-site will be a licensed archaeolo¬ 
gist, a mining engineer and a Ho Chunk 
Elder to represent Native Americans. Be 
sure to read our next issue for the latest 
ground-breaking news! ■

and what I now saw was a very long, narrow angled black triangle. Having 
seen number of747s at that distance, I would estimate it at about that 
length of 231 feet. It was clearly not the shape of a B2, nor a Bl, because 
the only time it’s wings are back in a 'delta' type configuration is when it is 
flying at high speed (which this craft was not). Second, because the shape 
was way too narrow and triangular. I was going to stop and keep watching 
this craft, but I first looked down to my Van's clock to see the exact time, 
and when I looked up, the craft was gone." Thanks to NUFORC
